Boston, May 8.—Edward Atkinson 
wa* shown the dispatch published yes­ 
terday, from Washington, stating that 
the postmaster general had directed the 
San Francisco postmaster to take from 
the mails certain pamphlets edited by 
him.

'It it* said that the dispatch of those 
pamphlets from this country to the 
Philippine islands is barred lest they 
should create discontent and even mu­ 
tiny among the soldiers; that being 
stated by the department to be the de­ 
sign of these publications. 
“ Thew are two pamphlets only. The 
first edition of the first, printed in No­ 
vember, was dedicated to President Mc­

aggression. ’ The facts and figures given 
in that pamphlet vr‘*r© made the fre­ 
quent subject of debate in th© house of 
representatives and the senate during 
the session aud the pamphlet as a whole 
was finally printed by order of the sen­ 
ate as senate document No. 62. 
“The second pamphlet was is-ned late 
in February, when it appeared that acts 
of criminal aggression were being com­ 
mitted in the Philippine islands. 
In 
that pamphlet certain facts and state­ 
ments were submitted to the attention 
of the senate and wore the subject of 
debate, and that pamphlet again, by 
order of the senate, was printed as a 
senate document.

“ That,” Mr. Pulitzer rejoined, “all 
depends upon his good sense or folly. 
If he again puts tho free silver issue to 
the fore aud fights on it, many in the 
party will stand aloof; but if he is con­ 
tent to let free silver sink to the back­ 
ground aud tight the battle on the great 
questions of expansion or antiexpansion 
aud antimonopoly or trusts, then he will 
receive wide support. 
Not ouly will he 
have the united Democratic party be­ 
hind him but he will also be supported 
by the vast hosts of moderate people, 
who have been alienated by the new de­ 
parture from our constitutional govern­ 
ment, which the present imperialist pol­ 
icy means.”
